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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restriction 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-16, drawn to catalyst & process of producing thereof, classified in class 
502, subclass 300+. 

II. Claims 17-29, drawn to a process for catalytic oxidation and removal of NOx 
contained in fuel combustion gases using a catalyst, classified in class 423, 
subclass 2 10+. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be
